SPECIMENS TO LIVE IN 
» LUXURY. 

Tho Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research in London is 
planning a war on tho death-wateh 
beetle, whose attacks have ravaged 
so many beautiful old buildings, 
and has issucd a leaflet, headed 
“Wanted,” appealing , to all con- 
cerned to .gend timber containing 
live death-watch dectles to the 
Forest Produets Research Labora- 
tory, at. Prisices Risborough, Bucks. 

Apparently, ’ like many ‘other 
criminals, the denth-watch beetle 
has o subtic cunning., Very fre- 
quently an attack on ‘a building 
ceases for. reasons not-yet fully un- 
derstood before’ all the available 
timber is affected; thus, when the 
damage is discovered, it often hap- 
pens that no live insects are found 
working in the timber. 


Anyone who is harbouring death, 
watch ‘beetles and may be deterred 
by misplaced’ humanitarianism 
from ‘delivering them up to the 
seientisls, may rest’ assured that 
they will "be well treated. Speci- 
mens will be placed in 4 large cage 
with plenty of nice old timber to 
feed on, There they will be en- 
couraged to’ breed the thousands of 
insects which are required for re- 
searches into the life, habits, and 


methods of control of the beetle | 


which are being undertaken at’ the 
laboratory. 

When a sufficient stock of the in- 
sects ig secured experimonts will be 
carried out to discover the condi- 
tions in timber most..conducive to 
attack by the beetles, Once such 
conditions are known .the asuthori-

BRITISH HEAVY 
‘INDUSTRIES. 

Many of tho British, “ heavy ” in- 
dustries issue their annual reports 
during tha spring, and as.the coal, 
iron and steel, and © engincering 
industries form BO lnrge and im- 
portant y part of the country’s 
economy these reports are cagerly 
read. This was especially the case 
this year. As ‘was only to be ex- 
pected in view of the depression 
of 1030," only 2 few of these 
companies: could show a profit on 
the year’s trading, but the “final 
results in wm number of ‘other cases 
were nat as dnsatisfactory as had 
been anticipated: .The end of the 
first quarter of 1031 has closed with 
a little morg activity in certain of 
these industries and generally the 
outlook is regarded as brighter. « 

The 7imen publishes in a: supple- 
ment from timo to time figures, the 
study of which reveals how: certain 
British industries are faring: 


,| Particularly - interesting - are the 
statistics showing industrial profits 


in 1930 in certain groups of allied 
trades. These are based on repre- 
sentative companies, the position 
of the whole group being deduced 
from a representative few. Accord- 
ing to these figures (based on cleven 
companies) for’ the conl, iron and 
steel trades the year 1930 opencd 
not unpromisingly ;, but from. the 
suumnier onward a species uf “ dry 
rot” set in. For example, coal, 
Which in the first quarter: of the 
yenr earned’ a net profit equal to 
1s. 1/37d. per tén of coal pYaqduced 
throughout the country, sustained 
in tho third quarter an average 
loss per ton of 240d. Pig iron 
production fell during the -year 
from 7,580,000. tons in 1920. to 
6,107,000 tons in 1930, and the out- 
put ‘of steel ingots and enstings 
fran: 9,650,000 tons to 7,298,000 tons, 
‘Prices of these commodities follow- 
ed the general downward tiend of 
all materials, and the, average 
price of a representative grade of 
pig iran fell by 12} per cent. during 
the year, while the price of tin 


‘} plates’ declined by nearly 17} per 
| cent. 


The net profits of this group 
of cleven firms were, . however, 
nenrly twice’ as much as thoso 
in’ 1920, being £677,907 against 
£377,879. This enabled ‘an average 
dividend to be paid on tho ordinary 


stock of 3.7 per cent. as against 


only 28 per cent, in the previous 
yenr. Reserves and other. .appro- 
priations ‘wero larger in 1930 than 
in 1020, but the earry-forward was 
not so great. These’ changes were 
not, of course,‘ considerable, “but 
were on the right sido and the more 
welcome in the general depression., 
In so Jarge an industry earning- 
power is gencrally very varied, and 
last year tho profits in the different 
branches’ of ‘the industry proved no 
exception to this. rule. Although 
relatively few railway contracts 
were placed, ‘the carriage and 
signal-making . firms maintained 
their, profits and -dividends.. -Textile 
inssrs. however. found. condi

“BREACH OF PROMISE.” 


In: the list for. the Easter Jaw 
sittings in London only five actions 
for breach 6f' promise of. marriage 
were. entered: This’ is: a smaller 
number than has: been known for 
several years, and it - follows a 
period during which such cases 
have been notably declining. ‘The 
deereaso can scarcely be due to the 
fact that “fewer . betrothals “are 
broken off; during the past year 
there hae been, among those ‘doings 
which are noted in-the newspapers, 
a curiously large number of engage- 
ments which have come to nothing. 
Lawyers aro said tu attribute tho 
absence of ‘thié kind of litigation 
to the: prevalence of .Wbriefer en- 
gagements; where e young -woman 
has ‘spent at tho ‘most, six months 
‘of her Jifo instead Of six years or 
more in waiting for a young man 
to carry out” his prom*so any 
damage to her subsequent carecr iby 
his refusal, is obviously much 
slighter than under the older 
system. At the samo time, if hus- 
bands are to be, regarded aa a 
valuable form . of property—and 
they must be. so regarded when 
people go to court over the with- 
drawal of a promised acquisition— 
it might have beep thought that 
when potential husbands were 
fewer their value would increase. 
: However, ‘thé gaps ‘created by the 
Grent War, do not seem to have 
had that effect, Any shortage of 
possible husbands has probably been 
more than corrected by the greater 
teonomic independence’ of women, 
which has brought about. balanc- 
ing shortage of wouldbo wives. 
We are a very long way from the 
days when marriage was the only 
career open to vast numbers of 
middle-class, women; the girl of 
to-day. marries because she wants 
to and not because she is looking 
for n livelihood. And as the live- 
Jihood side of marriage diminishes 
in importance the damages that are 
to be gained from) a sudden with- 
drawal of that business opening 
are correspondingly decreased. -Yet 
it cannot be said that juries tend 
to be altogether unsympathetic to 
this type of litigation; they still 
award damages of some sort where 
damages are claimed. But these 
are guecr and unsatisfactory enses 
to take to court, and’ it seems a 
healthy sign that they should be 
growing rarer. . os: 


The Ascetic Chancellor. 

Ever since: Dr. Braning, the Ger- 
man Chancellor} dame with his 
carpet-bag from, Cglogne to Berlin 
(he began his political career as 
‘& representative of the Catholic 
Trades Union); he has practised 
‘the austerity of his early days. He 
is tho most ascetic Chancellor who 
has cyer ruled Germany. His per- 
sonal needs” ‘are frugality” itself. 
His. wardrobe is : limited to the 
minimum of necessity. He occupies 
only. two rooms of tho Chancellor’s 
residence, turning over the rest to 
the public as a Rismarck museum.
